DIVISION IN 
THE RANKS

DISTRUST seems to be rearing an ugly head within 
the ranks at East Devon District Council (EDDC). 

Some district councillors have questioned the point of a 
forthcoming public consultation exercise, seemingly 
distrusting the authority they represent. 

A process to map out east Devon’s future took another 
step forward — but it was not unanimous and there were 
voices of discontent when EDDC’s Development 
Management Committee held a special meeting on August 
17th. 

The committee met to decide if a Preferred Approach 
document should be put forward for public consultation as 
recommended. 

The recommendation was carried with 11 votes in favour 
and 3 against, which means that a 12-week consultation 
period will commence on September 6th. 

The Preferred Approach document is part of the process 
to create the East Devon Local Development Framework 
Core Strategy and contains land use proposals for the 
whole of east Devon up until 2026. 

Work to create the document started in 2008 and the idea 
is to collect public feedback from the forthcoming 
consultation before deciding on a final version. 

The problem is that some councillors don’t think public 
views will count for much, which is why they wanted a 
chance to debate the content of the Preferred Approach 
document before it was passed for consultation. 

Their wish was denied and a fierce meeting, which also 
included arguments by members of the public during 
public fomm, followed. 

Perhaps councillor Derek Button (Broadclyst Ward) 
summed it up best when saying: “We told exactly that [that 
there would be consultation] relating to Cranbrook. 

“There were 30,000 objections and we still approved it.” 

He also added that members of the public couldn’t be 


blamed for worrying that the word ‘consultation’ doesn’t 
mean to EDDC what it means to them. 

On the other hand, councillor Mike Green (Beer and 
Branscombe Ward) defended EDDC’s consultation 
processes. 

Referring to the consultation on which the Preferred 
Approach document is based, he said: “I myself have 
advocated that Ottery St Mary should be a major growth 
point. But it was rejected by the people and it is not in 
there. 

“The document reflects the views expressed.” 


Once the vote had been taken and the matter decided, 
EDDC acted to spread the consultation message. 

A press bulletin labelled ‘Tweet Tweet’ informed that 
social networking sites Facebook and Twitter would be 
used — along with newspaper advertising — as part of the 
consultation process (see story on page 4). 

Councillor Mike Green, who is also a member of 
EDDC’s Local Development Framework Panel, said: “We 
must make contact with some of the hard-to-reach groups, 
especially the younger people and families who are the 
future of east Devon.”

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Champ title 
near miss for 
shearer Neil 

A HONITON sheep shearer has 
narrowly missed out on being 
crowned the sheep shearing 
champion at a competition 
organised by the Devon County 
Show committee. 

Neil Woollacott was runner up in 
the competition, losing out on the top 
spot by just 0.6 of a second. 

The cup was raised by Adam Berry 
from Kendal, Cumbria, who sheared 
18 sheep in 14.29 minutes. 

The competition was held at 
Ashtree Farm, Newton Poppleford, 
on Sunday, August 15th. A total of 
900 sheep were sheared. 

Devon County Show secretary Ollie 
Allen said: “We had a great 
representation of Devon shearers, 
especially the young guys who were 
able to get experience of shearing 
competitively. They were judged not 
just on speed but also on quality as 
the sheep were judged in the pens as 
well.” 


Centre land 
reconsidered 

HONITON Community Centre 
could be set for a repreave 
following a meeting of the East 
Devon District Council overview 
and scrutiny committee on 
Tuesday last. 

As reported in Pulman’s View, 
plans for the centre were thrown into 
doubt after the district council 
decided to withdraw its offer of land 
at Lace Walk — the preffered site of 
Honiton Town Council. 

However, following Tuesday’s 
meeting, EDDC officers 
recommended the decision to 
withdraw the offer of land be 
reconsidered. A spokesman for 
EDDC said the district council would 
work in partnership with Honiton 
Town Council to deliver the 
community centre project, regardless 
of the site that is finally agreed on. 

Crash closes 
A35 for hours 

A STRETCH of the A35 was 
closed off for almost four hours 
after a serious accident near 
Offwell. 

Rescue services were called at 
2.15pm to an accident involving a car 
and a motorcycle. 

Police say that the female 
passenger on the motorcycle suffered 
serious leg injuries and was taken by 
air ambulance to Royal Devon and 
Exeter Hospital. 

The male motorcycle rider is said 
to have suffered what was described 
as minor injuries. He is aged 51 and 
from Honiton, and his passenger is 
aged 46 and believed to be from 
Honiton, but not confirmed. 

The car involved is registered to an 
address in Sussex. 


Autumn shop 

SAINSBURY’S has confirmed 
that its new store in Ottery St 
Mary could be open by next 
autumn. 

As reported in last week’s 
Pulman’s View, East Devon District 
Council has given the supermarket 
giant the official go-ahead to start 
building in the town. 

Work on the new store could begin 
in early 2011. 

Bruno Moore, Sainsbury’s regional 
town planning manager, said: 
“Following final discussions with 
East Devon District Council, 
Sainsbury’s Ottery store plans have 
now been signed off and I am pleased 
to confirm that work is scheduled to 
start early next year. We hope to open 
the new store in the autumn of 2011.” 


No noise issue 
from new wind 
turbine states 
farm’s request

PLANS to construct a wind 
turbine at a farm on the outskirts 
of Ottery St Mary have been 
submitted to East Devon District 
Council (EDDC). 

The application has been submitted 
by Kevin Hearley, of Holcombe 
Manor Farm, and in his application 
Mr Hearley said the turbine would be 
used to create a sustainable source of 
energy on his site. 

A similar application was 
withdrawn after a concern was raised 
by the EDDC environmental health 
department. The concern centred 
around the noise levels produced by 
the turbine and its distance from a 
nearby property. 

Michael Gordon, of Segen Ltd, the 
agent acting on behalf of Mr Hearley, 
said: “The installation will be on 
agricultural land associated with the 
farm complex and will supply energy 
directly to Holcombe Manor Farm. 

“On this basis the project will both 
diversify and support the current 
agricultural use at the site allowing it 
to become more energy efficient, 
environmentally friendly and cost 
effective. 

“There will be a significant 
financial saving on energy bills which 


in turn will support the existing 
agricultural use helping to sustain its 
future growth and development.” 

The 1 lkw turbine would be sited on 
an 18-metre mast and a noise 
assessment has been carried out. 

Mr Gordon added: “The proposed 
turbine will not result in unacceptable 
harm to the visual amenity or locality. 
The site for the proposed turbine has 
been chosen carefully to ensure that it 
can be absorbed by the local 
landscape and is inconspicuous in the 
landscape from most mid and distant 
view points. 

“The turbine has been sited a 
significant distance from residential 
properties to ensure that there are no 
issues associated with noise, shadow 
flicker or safety. Although the turbine 
will be visible from nearby roads and 
some points along nearby footpaths, 
this does not render the scheme 
harmful. 

“This proposal should be viewed as 
a piece of modern farming technology 
in a largely agricultural area that will, 
in the long term, help to maintain the 
viability of the landscape by reducing 
carbon e mi ssions.” 

As reported in last week’s Pulman’s 
View from Ottery, an application to 
build two wind turbines on land at 
Little Ash Farm, Fenny Bridges, has 
been accepted by the district council. 


Telecoms pair 
to ‘share’ new 
mast if granted 


TELECOMS giant 02 has 
submitted an application to East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) 
to put a mast at Durham Way, on 
the Heathpark Industrial Estate 
in Honiton. 

There is already an existing 
Vodafone antenna at the site and in 
the application 02 has said that both 
companies will share the mast and 
that it will be used to provide 3G 
high-speed data services. 

Letters have been sent to local 
district councillors and the 
headteacher at Littletown Primary 
School, which is close to the site, as 
part of the consultation process. 

A spokesman for Savills, the agents 
working on behalf of 02, said: 
“Telefonica 02 UK Ltd currently has 
no base stations in the immediate 
vicinity and currently has limited 3G 


network coverage. 

“This means that currently the 
existing customers of 02 can not 
benefit from 3G products and services 
from within their properties or at their 
place of work. When installed the 
proposed site will provide 02 3G 
network coverage. 

“The proposed site location has 
been chosen as having the benefit of 
currently hosting a replica telegraph 
pole supporting a Vodafone antenna. 
A site share provides a sensible 
solution to a network coverage issue 
for 02 whilst being sympathetic to 
the amenity of the local area.” 

The spokesman added: “The 
proposal provides the most 
reasonable service acceptable to 
Telefonica 02 UK Ltd and Vodafone 
whilst ensuring that the 
environmental impact of the proposal 
is minimised.” 


‘Rickshaw’ sponsoring tool 


A WEST Hill man about to 
undertake a charity mission in a 
rickshaw, has set up an online 
facility for those wishing to 
sponsor him. 

As previously reported, Colin Terry

COACH IN CRISIS 


EDDC tweets 
to reach youth 

EAST Devon District Council 
(EDDC) has entered the social 
media age and will be ‘tweeting’ 
using Twitter and Facebook in an 
attempt to make contact with 
hard to reach groups during the 
consultation period to finalise the 
district’s planning blueprint for 
the next 15 years. 

At a meeting on Tuesday last, the 
council’s development management 
committee agreed to a proposed 12- 
week consultation period, starting on 
Monday, September 6th, focusing on 
the Local Development Framework 
(LDF). 

As a result of the meeting 
councillors agreed to use more high- 
tech methods, such as the use of 
social networking websites, as well 
as newspaper advertising, to target a 
wider range of age-groups and people 
during the consultation. 

A spokesman for the district 
council said: “EDDC, like all 
councils in England, has to produce 
an updated version of its current 
planning guidance document — the 
Local Plan. 

“The new documents come under 
the title of the Local Development 
Framework, and a key part of that 
framework is the core strategy, which 
sets out major schemes and proposals 
for the district. 

“The core strategy has been in 
production for two years and the 
council has carried out a number of 
rounds of consultation including 
discussion groups with parish 
councillors, workshops with town 
councils and working with young 
people by attending youth clubs.” 

Mike Green, a member of the 
district council’s LDF panel, said: 
“We must make contact with some of 
the hard-to-reach groups, especially 
the younger people and families who 
are the future of east Devon.” 


STAGECOACH is apologising for 
the inconvenience caused to 
passengers when a bus had three 
engine failures between Honiton 
and Sidmouth. 

The 52B service was timetabled to 
leave Honiton Railway Station for 
Exeter at 11.28am on Tuesday, 
August 17th. 

But a handful of passengers were 
kept waiting and the bus eventually 
pulled in 20 or so minutes late. 

Unfortunately, it then proceeded to 
suffer three engine failures between 
Honiton and Sidmouth, some 
passengers cheering when the driver 
managed to bring the engine back to 
life. 

Vivienne Ash, of Honiton, travelled 
on the bus to Sidmouth and said: “Fair 
play to the driver, who got us there — 
but he seemed to have a very old bus. 


“It was obviously a bad bus. I think 
they were cheering at one stage when 
he got it going.” 

Stagecoach says the problem was 
caused by fuel starvation and the bus 
used was a replacement for a more 
modern bus undergoing repair. 

Mark Whitelocks — Operations 
Manager, Stagecoach South West, 
Exeter Depot — said: “Firstly I would 
like to apologise for this discomfort 
and inconvenience. 

“I can assure you that this is not the 
normal standard that we offer to our 
customers.” 

He explained that all buses are 
serviced every 21 days, and every bus 
is also inspected daily before entering 
service. 

The bus didn’t show any signs of a 
problem that morning but the driver 
experienced power loss en route. 


Mr Whitelocks said: “The driver 
was not able to call us to report these 
difficulties until he arrived at Honiton 
when he was already 20 minutes late. 

“Given the time that it would have 
taken us to position a replacement 
vehicle out to Honiton (approximately 
30-40 minutes) it was decided by our 
control team, in discussion with the 
driver, that to minimise any further 
disruption to the service that they 
would continue through to Exeter. 

“Obviously if it had been evident to 
us that the vehicle was not in a 
roadworthy condition then, we would 
have immediately removed this from 
service as we will not at any time 


MOURNERS made it a colourful 
affair when a much-loved 
member of the Uplyme 
community was laid to rest.

compromise the health and safety of 
our customers, staff or indeed other 
road users. 

“We are, however, concerned that 
when customers called our offices at 
approximately 11.45am they did not 
seem to be given any reassurances 
that the service was operating albeit 
late. 

“Such poor information could deter 
customers from using our services 
again and this should not have 
occurred as it did. 

“We have already discussed the 
matter with them [the staff] so as they 
pass on these assurances where 
possible in the future. 


When speaking to Pulman’s View a 
few days before the funeral. Rev 
White couldn’t praise Denise enough. 

He said: “She was a real tower of 
strength in the community. She was 
wonderful at looking after everybody. 

“She was somebody who was a 
wonderful carer of other people.” 

The funeral was held at the Church 
of St Peter and St Paul, Uplyme, on 
Friday, August 20th and the bright 
pink coffin was driven to the church 
in a white hearse drawn by two grey 
horses with pink plumes. 

The funeral was followed by a 
burial in Uplyme Cemetery. 


“Although it is of little relevance on 
this occasion, as I do understand the 
distress our customers feel when 
things go wrong, our record of 
operation for the last year was that out 
of 14.8million miles scheduled to 
operate in Devon, 99.4 per cent 
operated with 96.2 per cent operating 
no more than one minute early or five 
minutes late.” 

Mr Whitelocks concluded: “We 
strive for 100 per cent customer 
satisfaction, a target we will keep 
working towards.”

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Cat riddle continues 
as ‘panther’ spotted

THE big cat riddle in and 
around Axminster continues as 
two holidaymakers spotted an 
animal described as looking 
like a Florida panther. 

Aware of the issue after having 
read last week’s front page in 
Pulman’s View from Axminster, 
Helen Nicely and her brother, 
Graham Wang, made their sighting 
in Kilmington. 

The big cat debate has surfaced 
every now and then over the years, 
and did so again when a sheep was 
found badly mauled on Trinity Hill 
on Friday, August 13th — to read 
the story visit www.axminster- 
today.co.uk and click on the news 
section. 

Helen and Graham were 
holidaying in Kilmington on 
Wednesday, August 18th when 
they saw a big cat in fields at a 
distance of about 800-1000 feet 
from the vicarage. 

Helen, who lives in California 
and is an associate medical director 
with a company in San Francisco, 
said: “My brother and I saw a large 
non-domestic cat-like creature run 
across the fields. 

“I have recently spent time in 
Flamingo City, Florida, where I sat 
next to a statue of their only ‘big 
cat’ — the Florida panther. 

“It is so like what I saw. I 
estimate that the Kilmington cat 


was about five feet long. It was 
black. 

“This Kilmington cat must have 
escaped from a park or a private 
ownership that did not report it 
being lost. 

“It was thin and dashed with long 
strides at ease — not in kill mode 
— across the fields into the copse 
of trees.” 

Graham, who lives in Surrey, 
agreed with his sister’s description 
and said: “We kept looking and it 
was about five feet.” 


So, is there a black panther on the 
loose? 

Literature issued by The Florida 
Panther Society states: “The term 
black panther is quite often used in 
connection with large black cats. 

“However, there is no one distinct 
species of wildcat called a black 
panther. 

“Over the years it has become 
used as a common name that can be 
applied to any large black-coated 
cat.” 

Helen also saw another cat-like 


animal the following day, saying: 
“I saw another big cat take the 
same path to the trees. It looked a 
little smaller and brown. It had a 
bobcat look.” 

Veterinary Graham Godbeer, who 
took samples from the dead sheep 
at Trinity Hill, has made enquiries 
with one laboratory about analysis. 

If that laboratory is unable to 
help, he will contact a research 
group called Big Cats in Britain, 
which contacted Pulman’s View 
offering lab facilities.

Star grades 
up for grabs 
for A-levels

HEADTEACHERS or principals 
in Axminster, Honiton, Ottery 
and Colyton were all pleased with 
the efforts of staff and students 
when A-level results were 
announced last Thursday. 

A new system which meant that A* 
grades were up for grabs was 
introduced for this year’s 
examinations.

HONITON Cats Protection received a 
surprise delivery at its old offices in 
New Street on Thursday. 

Two kittens, called Pepper and 
Cinnamon, were left outside the offices in a 
cardboard box. 

Lizzie Manley, co-ordinator for Honiton 
Cats Protection, has said that the kittens 
were safe and well but stressed that people 
should phone the centre before they 
abandon their animals to make sure it has 
space. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View, she said: 
“This is not the first time cats have been 
left in boxes for us but our concern is that 
this is not always safe for them, they can 
escape and get hurt or lost. 

“Just at the moment we have a waiting 
list of cats to come in and so we had to 
shuffle space to find room for Pepper and 


Cinnamon.” 

The Honiton Cats Protection has so far 
taken in 28 cats and kittens this year and 
staff at the centre say they have 24 waiting 
for homes and a further 18 on the waiting 
list to come into care and be put up for 
adoption. 

Lizzie added: “We have taken in a large 
number of kittens this year, many of which 
are still waiting for people to offer them 
new homes. 

“If the former owners of these kittens 
would like to contact us we will organise 
getting their cat neutered. 

“All cats and kittens homed by Honiton 
Cats Protection are vaccinated, 
microchipped, wormed, flea-treated, 
neutered when old enough and come with 
four weeks of free insurance.”

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Big cat loose 


on my 

A BIG cat... on the loose... near Axminster? Just 
what to make of our front page story from last 
week (Hiesday, August 17th) in Pulman’s View 
from Axminster ? 

The story goes that a couple who live at Trinity Hill 
found a dead sheep in a field — nothing unusual about 
that. It was the injuries caused to the animal which 
caused concern. 

The couple are convinced the injuries are not the kind 
you would normally find caused by a fox or dog — they 
think they may have been caused by a big cat. 

To validate the story further, local and well-respected 
vet Graham Godbeer also saw the savaged carcass and 
gave his professional opinion that the injuries were, 
indeed, very unusual. Tissue has since been taken from 
the body by Mr Godbeer and is being sent for DNA tests 
to discover what type of animal caused the injuries.

There have been many stories over the years that there 
are big cats on the prowl across Pulman’s Country. 
Numerous sightings have been reported but. 
unfortunately, no hard evidence has yet been produced. 

Yet another story we find in our Pulman’s pages this 
week — see page 5 — as a brother and sister claim to 
have seen a ‘panther-like’ creature in fields at 
Kilmington this weekend just passed. 

Now, no one likes the prospect of a drama more than a 
newspaper editor and I, for one, am intrigued at the 
possibility of a big cat on our patch. 

However, credible reports or not, hard evidence is key 
and there is none of it... so far. 

It is increasingly difficult to take these sightings 
seriously in an age of such modern technology. So many 
now have access to digital cameras which take excellent 
pictures and more than most have a mobile phone with a 
camera on it. Although, if I’m honest, I’m not sure even 
I could get my phone out fast enough if I found myseli 
within eating distance of a big cat. 

But the theories do make sense. It is highly believable 
that large felines are roaming the wild here, even though 
they do not hail from this part of the world originally. 

Apart from the possibility a zoo escape may have been 
made, the more believable reasons, in my opinion, come 
from the releasing of big cats which were once kept as 
pets. It was all the rage during the 1960s and 1970s to 
keep big, ‘wild’ cats as pets in this country. It wasn’t 
uncommon to see a large cat prowling about in a cage in 
someone’s house. 

However, following the introduction of the 1976 
Dangerous Wild Animals Act, which made a point oi 
clamping down on the keeping of such creatures as pets, 
it is alleged people dumped these animals in the 
countryside, letting them loose rather than paying for 
expensive alternatives. 

It makes perfect sense in my mind that these released 
big cats then bred with native wild cats which would 
create some kind of hybrid wild cat. 

Now being a professional and responsible local 
newspaper editor, I am not in the business oi 
scaremongering as there is an obvious danger factor if 
there were big cats on the loose. Although, I must make 
it plain, there haven’t been any reports to suggest 
anything of the sort. 

However, myself and my team are in the business oi 
providing essential up-to-date news and keeping our 
Pulman’s readers informed of all things local. 

So, in fact, the theory that big cats are roaming the 
Pulman’s Countryside is not completely absurd. 

Everyone has an opinion on it but no one has a photo 
of it. Although I’m desperately hoping that one will land 
on the newsroom desk one of these days.

Decision over parking 
meters is short-sighted 


EDITOR — I have found two 
advantages with age — I am now 51 
— and they are life experience and 
the fear of complaining diminishes. 

I have also found that the only 
outlet for complaints against the 
authorities that makes any difference 
at all is the newspapers, because the 
authorities don’t listen to phone calls 
or letters to their offices. 

They are only interested in doing 
what they think is right without 
listening to the people they represent. 

The only time they do pretend to 
listen is around election time, when 
they are only interested in holding on 
to power. 

Hence why this is my fourth letter 
to your newspaper. 

My whinge for today is this. Am I 
mistaken but isn’t tourism the main 
source of income for retailers in 
Seaton and those retailers’ ability to 
pay the required monies to the local 


council is determined by how much 
they take from visitors and locals like 
me who wander down the front? 

If I’m wrong. I’m not far from the 
truth, tourism is important to Seaton. 

This is why I was against the 
introduction of parking meters in 
Seaton because I believed it would 
discourage tourists from coming to 
Seaton. 

Not all of us are bankers with bags 
of money. I also believe the local 
council didn’t give a damn about the 
effect it would have on tourism in the 
immediate future as long as they got 
the extra money in the coffers. 

I have noticed another small nail in 
the tourism business in Seaton 
instigated by those who presumably 
serve us. 

Two weeks ago I went down to the 
front to enjoy a pint while sitting 
outside a local pub on a sunny day 
while gazing at the view I carTt seem 


to get tired of. 

I looked to my left — towards 
Lyme Regis — and scanned to the 
right. 

‘Lovely’ I thought, I am so lucky to 
live here. 

Then my view was broken by a 
camper van parked in the new 
parking places created outside the 
Hook and Parrot, where, in fact, 95 
per cent of the sea front retailers are 
located. 

True there were parking places on 
the opposite side of the road, but they 
were only to be used out of season 
and only for the disabled, none of 
which usually drive camper vans. 

As I sat there two more camper 
vans turned up and so blocked almost 
the entire view for me and all the 
others sat outside the various cafes 
and pubs. 

Are these people who make these 
decisions completely stupid? 


Do they not realise that this is a 
false economy? 

Yes they will get the money from 
the parking meter for the eight to 10 
parking places but less people will sit 
there if all they can see is the side of 
a camper van.

Infill furore hides 
other major issues 


EDITOR — Councillor Semple’s 
letter in your paper of August 10th 
regarding 106 monies held by East 
Devon District Council makes 
interesting reading. 

However, Councillor Semple and 
her seven fellow Stand Up 4 Seaton 
councillors took over Seaton Town 
Council around three years ago to 
presumably “stand up for Seaton”, 
and yet it’s taken them until now to 
start working on the sort of issues that 
would make a difference to this town. 

Councillor Semple highlights in her 
letter the fact that Seaton Town 
Council had to approach East Devon 
District Council regards 106 funding. 

Excuse me, perhaps I’m missing 
something, but surely that is why they 
were elected? 

To proactively work on behalf of 
residents and the town should be 
normal practise. 

I am not surprised that EDDC want 
to be sure that community facilities in 
the town are what the community 


actually want — and not what 
councillors decide on their behalf. 

From discussions I have had with 
the EDDC 106 Officer, it was made 
very clear how a consultation process 
should work. 

I don’t believe the young people 
didn’t respond to the town council’s 
consultation because they were, as 
Councillor Semple claims, 
“despondent and think it unlikely they 
will ever get want they want”; I think 
it is more likely that they don’t 
frequent farmers’ markets during the 
school day, nor a Seaton Phoenix 
street market on a Sunday morning — 
the two events the town council chose 
to conduct its survey of young people. 

What a shame the council didn’t use 
this year’s BMX competition at the 
Seaton Festival of Cycling to ask the 
young people what they would like in 
the town. 

The town council was even offered 
help to undertake such a consultation 
at that event, but declined. 


Perhaps if our council had shown 
the vision at the beginning of its term 
in office and worked from day one 
with the community, then the 106 
funding would not have been an issue 
nor the urgent requirement to spend 
it. 

It takes time and planning to ensure 
we get best value for money and most 
importantly an end product which can 
serve the entire community. 

When the council stops criticising 
EDDC at every turn and starts 
working with them and the 
community of Seaton, the only 
winners can be the people of Seaton.

Greenfinckes 
are declining 
due to disease 


THE news that greenfinches and chaffinches 
have both suffered severe declines comes as no 
surprise. Four years ago, my bird tables and 
feeders were dominated by greenfinches, and 
though chaffinches were far fewer they were, at 
least, present. 

Now, for the past three years, both species have 
virtually vanished. This year, for instance, I have seen 
only one greenfinch and not a single chaffinch. The 
reason for this dramatic loss is apparently a disease 
called trichomonosis, caused by a parasite which lives 
in the upper digestive tract of the bird and which 
eventually blocks the bird’s throat, causing it to starve 
to death. 

Birds which are suffering from the disease display 
fluffed up plumage, lethargy and laboured breathing. 
They may also have wet, matted plumage around the 
head and beak and even remnants of food which they 
cannot swallow. The disease is passed from bird to bird 
when adults feed regurgitated food to fledglings during 
the breeding season, and also through contaminated 
water and feeding tables. 

Personally, I have seen no sick or dying birds in the 
garden, simply a sudden absence of these two colourful 
finches. I understand that sparrows can also suffer from 
the disease but, if so, my local population has certainly 
not been affected. We have house sparrows by the 
dozen, plus numerous goldfinches and tits. 

It is essential that all feeders and bird baths should be 
regularly cleaned and if you find any dead or dying 
finches then it is far better to stop putting out food for a 
period. Good hygiene is essential if you feed garden 
birds. Incidentally, this disease is found only in birds 
and does not affect any other animals. I would be very 
interested to hear from any readers who have also 
noticed a severe decline in greenfinches or who have, 
on a more positive note, a viable population. 

Am I being boycotted, I wonder, because I have seen 
only one or two pipistrelle bats this summer, whereas in 
former years this little bat, and long-eared bats too, 
would regularly be seen hawking over the garden or up 
and down the lane. However, our part of the world is 
apparently well bat-endowed and, I believe, east Devon 
in particular is home to several species of British bat. If 
you’d like to know more about the bats of this region 
then Kilmington Village Hall on September 8th is the 
place to be and 7.30pm the time. The local bat expert, 
Dr Fiona Mathews, will be giving a talk explaining why 
the east Devon landscape is so important for many 
species of bats, how they live and where to find them. 
This will be followed up on September 27th by a talk 
and walk to learn more about bat swarming behaviour. 

Again Dr Mathews will give a talk and then invite her 
audience outside to listen for swarming bats using bat 
detectors at a locally important bat site which has been 
restored with support from east Devon AONB, Looking 
for Bats initiative. The event is being hosted and 
supported by CeramTec (UK) of Colyton. Now if you’d 
like to attend either or both of these events ring Pete 
Youngman, AONB Project Officer, on 01404 46663 or 
07976 001519. 

Meanwhile, a tiny puzzle. How on earth did a 
common shrew manage to drown itself in a bucket of 
water? The plastic pail, filled to the brim and intended 
for a horse, had been placed near the stable. The little 
animal could not possibly have climbed the slippery 
sides and, besides, why would it do so? I can only 
suppose that it had been killed by an owl and 
inadvertently dropped into the water. One of nature’s 
very small puzzles.

THERE is further news this week 
from Church House Westminster 
which concerns churches of all 
denominations. 

First we hear that there are 
disappointing responses to 
representations about removing the 
concession for Listed Places of 
Worship to recover the VAT paid on 
the cost of repairs. It has been pointed 
out that under new proposals by the 
Government the share of Heritage 
Lottery Fund payments to all good 
causes will increase to 20 per cent. It 
is not known whether this will match 
the level of previous refunds. 
Individuals and churches are once 
again urged to write to their 
constituency MP. The Diocese of St 
Edmundsbury and Ipswich has set up 
a petition Save our Scheme to go to 
the Government, which anyone is 
welcome to sign. The address is c/o 
Diocesan Office 4, Cutler Street, 
Ipswich IPIIUQ. 

Secondly, an update on news of 
earlier grants for compensation to 
churches which have to change their 
microphone systems by 2012. This 
involves those who use Channel 69 
who may be eligible for 
compensation up to 55 per cent. It is 
advised it is essential such churches 
register with the scheme 
administrator between September and 
December this year.

Axe Valley Community Choir 
filmed for Plymouth project 



MEMBERS of The Axe Valley Community Choir were delighted to be invited to film a video in 
Plymouth recently. Approximately 40 members of the choir spent a day at Plymouth University 
filming five numbers from their repertoire as part of an exciting project. Craig Whyte, a media 
lecturer at the university, is creating a video clock which, it is hoped, will be shown on the BBC 
big screen in the city centre. A clock face will be seen on the screen and each time the hour 
changes, a different musical performance will be shown. Craig is keen to showcase a diverse 
range of musical talent from across the South West and aims to have a total of 48 items being 
screened in rotation. 

On the recording day, the choir spent the morning doing a sound recording in the impressive 
Levinsky Theatre where they gathered around a concert grand piano. Several takes of each 
song were recorded and the best versions were selected to be used. The choir were then taken 
to a studio in another building to be filmed in sections for the video, standing in front of a green 
screen. The screen enables different backdrops to be mixed in afterwards in the same way as 
a pop video. 

Due to the scale of the project and the work involved in editing the videos, Craig Whyte feels 
it may be at least 18 months before the video clock is ready to be displayed to the public.

Volkswagen unveils its new Dakar challenger 


REPLACING the Race Touareg 2, 
twice winner in 2009 and 2010 of the 
gruelling Dakar Rally and the first 
diesel-powered vehicle ever to win the 
event, the new Race Touareg 3 prom¬ 
ises to be faster and more efficient 
while retaining the immense strength 
and durability of the outgoing car. 

Wind tunnel testing has led to changes 
being made to the carbon fibre and 
Kevlar bodywork with particular attention 
to improving the cooling systems 
around the roof of the vehicle while min¬ 
imising disruption to the airflow at high 
speeds. At the same time the changes 


have meant the Touareg has adopted a 
fresh look with new LED lights, a new 
grille, window line, rear clamshell and 
wheels. 

Beneath the bodywork the twin-tur- 
bocharged 2.5-litre TDI engine has been 
optimised to allow greater economy 
while still producing 300 PS and 442 lbs 
ft of torque. It has also been revised to 
cope with the severe altitude changes 
incurred on the Dakar with the vehicle 
climbing to heights of over 15,000 feet 
above sea level. The Race Touareg 3 
can now adapt to these conditions, 
meaning the performance doesn’t suffer 


despite the thinner air encountered at 
such altitudes. 

The 2.5-litre engine channels its drive 
through three limited slip differentials via 
a newly upgraded five-speed sequential 
gearbox and a ZF-Sachs three-plate ce¬ 
ramic clutch. 

The result is the ability to accelerate to 
62 mph in 6.1 seconds before reaching a 
top speed of 117 mph in nearly any con¬ 
ditions. 

In order to maintain these speeds in ex¬ 
treme off-road conditions the Race 
Touareg 3 needs to be able to withstand 
the rigours passing over sand dunes, 
through deep mud, and across gravel and 
broken tarmac roads. As a result the 
Race Touareg 3 is based on a high- 
strength steel spaceframe chassis with a 
pair of springs and damper units fitted to 
every corner in order to protect the vehicle 
against severe impacts. A set of specially 
developed BF Goodrich 235/85 R16 tyres 
provide the grip while a pair of wheels and 
tyres are carried by the vehicle at all times. 

The new Race Touareg 3 has already un¬ 
dergone shakedown tests comprising 
10,000 kilometres of simulated special 
stages ahead of the 2011 Dakar Rally. 
This equates to twice the length of the 
Rally itself and a greater distance than 
Formula 1 cars cover in an entire season.

That leaves Wellington 
Town who tried to pull out of 
Premier football because they 
could not get a manager to 
take over, but were denied by 
the league who made them 
disband their third side. 

Former third team manager 
Dave Thomas has filled in for 
the time being, so it remains to 
be seen whether the Somerset 
club can hold their own. 

Outside the Premier division 
the most interesting addition 
to the league is Chagford who 
have been accepted into 


Division 1 and Division 6. 

Chagford boast wonderful 
facilities and are an example 
to what can be acheived, but 
they will enjoy being in a sec¬ 
tion which has grounds and 
facilities equally as good. 
Division 1 should be very 
competitive. 

Other teams coming in this 
season are Dolphin, and 
Whipton & Pinhoe, who have 
been slotted into Division 5, 
the return of Chulmleigh into 
Division 7 and a fourth team 
for Topsham. 

On the negative side the 
league were sorry to lose 
Otterton after their relegation 
from Premier, the East Devon 
side now have just one team in 
Division 8. Beacon Knights 
2nds, Seaton 3rds and 
Axminster 3rds have also dis¬ 
banded but the League is still 
functioning with nearly 90 
clubs and over 140 teams. 

The league also has a new 
fixtures secretary in Merv 
Joslin who has been busy try¬ 
ing to fathom out the pecular- 
ities and the size of the task he 
has taken on. 

Former Fix Sec Pat Leisk, 
now a league vice president, 
has been guiding Merv 
through the system and has 
asked clubs to be tolerant as 
many dates will get reallocat¬ 
ed as the season unwinds. 


Pymore have signed

Huxter and James 
Pitcher from White 
Horse, whilst the club 
are also on the verge of 
adding Netherbury’s 
Phil Ackerman to their 
books. 

Finally, this corre¬
